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WHAT IS CLAIMED IS: 


1 . A play kit comprising: 

a pillow comprising a pillow body and at least one attachment mechanism that 
is operably coupled to the pillow; and 

at least one bar that is positionable over the pillow, with the attachment 
mechanism being configured to be attached to the bar, wherein the bar includes at least one 
coupling mechanism to permit a toy to belcoupled to the bar and held above the pillow. 

> 2. A kit as in claim 1 5 wherein the bar has a pair of ends that are adapted 
to be placed onto a surface along with the pillow, and wherein the bar incu rved s o that a 
middle section of the bar is disposed abovelthe pillow. 

3. A kit as in claim 1, further comprising another bar, with the two bars 
being coupled together so as to both be positioned over the pillow. 

4. A kit as in claim^l wherein the pillow body includes a medial region 
and a pair of opposing arms that forrt^a generally open well. 


5. A kit as in claim 4,' wherein the pillow includes four attachment 
mechanisms, with two of the attachment mechanisms located near ends of the arms and the 
other two attachment mechanisms located near the medial region. 


6. A kit as in claim 1, further comprises at least one toy coupled to the bar 
by the coupling mechanism. 

7. A kit as in claim 1, wherein the coupling mechanism comprises a strip 
of material and a snapping device. 

8. A kit as in claim 1, wherein the pillow further comprises a cover 
disposed about the pillow body, and wherein the attachment mechanism comprises a loop of 
material that is coupled to the cover. 

9. A play kit comprising: 

a pillow cover that is ad ipted to be placed about a pillow, wherein the pillow 
cover includes at least one attachment n^echanism; and 
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at least one bar that is 


positionable over the pillow cover, with the attachment 
echanism being configured to be cAupled to the bar, wherein the bar includes at least one 
coupling mechanism to permit a toy t^p be coupled to the bar and held above the pillow cover. 

1 10. A kit as in claim 9, wherein the pillow cover includes a zipper to 

2 permit the pillow cover to be fastened about the pillow. 

1 11. A kit as in claim 9, wherein the bar has a pair of ends that are adapted 

t 

2 to be placed onto a surface along with the pillow, and wherein the bar is curved so that a 

3 middle section of the bar is disposed above the pillow cover. 

1 12. A kit as in claim 9, further comprising another bar, with the two bars 

2 being coupled together so as to both be positioned over the pillow cover.

15. A kit as in claim 9, further comprises at least one toy coupled to the bar 
2 by the coupling mechanism. 

1 16. A kit as in claim 9, wherein the coupling mechanism comprises a strip 

2 of material and a snapping device. 

1 17. A kit as in claim 9, wherein the attachment mechanism comprises a 

2 loop of material that is attached to the cover. 
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18. A play kit compris 
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ng: 


a pillow comprising a pillc w body having a medial region and a pair of 
opposing arms that define a generally open well; and 

a suspension system that islconfigured to suspend at least one toy over the 
pillow. * 
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1 19. A kit as in claim 18, wherein the suspension system comprises an 

2 arrangement of bars and at least one coupling mechanism hanging from the arrangement of 

3 bars. 


1 20. A kit as in claim 19, wherein the suspension system further comprises 

2 a set of feet that are configured to rest on a surface. 

1 21 . A kit as in claim 20, wherein the number of feet is four, and wherein 

2 the pillow further includes four attachment mechanisms that are spaced apart on the pillow 

3 body and are configured to be attached to the arrangement of bars near the feet.
